Bread and Wine in this other, of 
which we ſpeak. 

For though the cating of Fread 
and drinking of Wine are in them- 
ſelves actions ſo- very ordinary, 
that they are alſo very inconſide- 
rable; yet in this they are made 
uſe of to ſignifie to us the moſt 
extraordinary and excellent mer- 
cy 
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cy that ever the Great King of 

Heaven beſtowed upon his poor 

Subjetts and Servants here on 

earth. For,

His then being a Service ſo 
acceptable to God and fo

And accordingly in the firſt 
Age of the Church, when Reli- 
gion and Zeal were in their youth 
and vigour, it was the good cu- 
ſtom to celebrate this Sacrament 
(ifnot every day. asit is thought, 

yet 
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yet at leaſt ) every Lords day. 

But afterward as Piety began 
to grow more dull, and Love 
more cold, it was by little and 
little brought down to once a 
Month. | 

And this Order ſtill remains in 
the Church of God, { though 
now ſomewhat diſturbed by pre- 
vailing Seftaries among us.) And 
at" thoſe" times the Supper is ap- 
pointed to be made ready, and 
the Table furniſhed for aſl ſuch 
as can think fit to ſpare ſo much 
time from their worldly buſineſs, 
to come to the Marriage-feaſt of 
the great King of Heaven. For 
herein they are yet left to more 
liberty, and not neceſſarily re- 
quired to come oftner than thrice 
a year. | 

And truly ſuch is the negli- 
gence of many ( who yet would 
be accounted Chriſtians ) that 
they are not aſhamed to ſtretch 
this libetty to the utmoſt. Yea, 


and. 
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and it: were well ifeven then they 
would come meetly provided, 
and had not more. reſpect to the 
Shame of the World, than-to the 
Honour of God, or their own 
Good. 

Certainly any: ſober Chriſtian 
cannot conſider without ſhame 


| . and indignation how much Man- 


kind are fallen from their firſt 
love. 


But that which is ordinarily 


| brought for an excuſe, is in it ſelf 


fo unworthy and unreaſonable, 
that it makes this: Neglect yet 


more abominable and intolerable, 


And indeed it is ſomewhat 
worle than that for which thoſe 
invited in the Goſpel 
received aſevere Cen- pars ws 
ſure, There it Was, 718,19,20. 
they were taken - up 
with their ſeveral Afﬀairs, one 
had bought a farm, or a Yoke of 
oxen ; another had married gy 
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and therefore they could not come... 


But here one 1s engaged in ſuch a 
ſm, which he hath no mind to 
leave yet; another is. not inicha- 
rity ; and -in- general-they are not 


prepared, and therefore they can- + 


not, that is, they will not come. 

Such is the ridiculous madneſs 
of men in this barbarous and bru- 
tiſh Age, that they can think fit 
to excuſe and juſtifie one fault by 
pretending more and greater. 

But if you are not prepared to 
meet your Saviour at his Table, 
to celebrate the memorial of his 
Mercy how would you appear 
before him at his Seat of Judg- 
ment, to which yet you know not 
but you may be ſooner called ? 

If therefore you could wiſh to 
be always provided for Death, 
which often comes ſuddenly, al- 
ways wuucertainly, think not much 
to beſtow a little time in prepa- 
ring your ſelf for this Sacrament, 
as often as you may- have an 
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opportunity of receiving it. 
And thoſe which in theſe days 
of Captivity have not that conve- 
nience of receiving. from the 
hands of them who have authority 
to give it, may yet do well not 
to -omit the Duty of Preparation. 
Let them do that which they can, 
and for that which they cannot 
God will accept the will for the 


deed, 


Of Preparation. 


HE beſt Preparation to this 
holy Duty 1s a continued 
habit of holy living, and frequent
